campus, 912 South Beach. It i& 


being held in connection with 
the construgtion of a modern 
masonry type school building to 


‘| house classrooms and allied fa- 


cilities. This is the first per 
manent building to be contruct- 
ed under the new building pro- 
gram. It is expected to be 
completed in time for the next 
school term. 

The school, the first of its 
kind on the Gulf Coast, was 
started as a kindergarten in 1950, 
in the parish house. Later rooms 
were rented in the Masonic 
Temple. In 1951, the present 7- 
acre campus was acquired and 
classrooms were constructed in 
what had been the carriage 
house. The following year the 
gardner's cottage, was remodeled 
to house the kindergarten. . 

An additional grade has been 
added each year and at the 
present time the school offers 
kindergarten through the sixth 
grade. A seventh grade will be 
included with the start of the 
fall term and the eighth grade 
will be added -next year. The 
school is non-denominationa]. It 
has an excellent staff of teach- 
ers and is fully accredited. 

“This modern building which 
will be equipped with the latest 
educational aids and devices rep- 
resents a milestone in the pro- 
gress of our school” said the 
Headmaster in discussing plans 
for the cornerstone laying cere- 
mony. "We have looked forward 
to this for several years and, 
of course, are already making 
plans for similar buildings."
